This 
debt was created by a vote of the 
people, who, by a large majority ex- 
pressed by the voice of the polls, that 
they wished to build a home for the 
county's unfortunate little folks. 


During the last year $10,000 of 


these bonds were paid ofl by Auditor 
Crites.

It is most 
likely that even if a real vacuum could 
be procured for au iuatant air or other 
vapor would at once begin to be dissem- 
inated from the sides of the vessel in 
which it was made, and it would thus 
instantly cease to exist.

She never suffers it 
to exist to the extent of allowing any 
space which is perceptible to our senses 
to be vacuous. Vacuum, in scientific 
speech, simply means a spttce from

A LuiutTulepuouc. 


An EnRliah paper describes a telephone 


which will talk loud euougli for a person 
in any part of a large room to hear and 
understand. Mr. Graham, the inventor, 
has succeeded not so much by an im- 
proveinnt on the existing telephones at 
by his method of arranging the circuit 
and bringing its resistance as low us 
possible. To this end the usual induc- 
tion coil is discarded, and the two instru- 
ments, transmitter and receiver, are di- 
rectly connected in circuit with the line 
and the battery. The transmitter at on* 
end of the line ia connected to the re- 
ceiver at the other end, and two separate 
lines are employed having a coinmoti re- 
turn wire. Two correspondents can time 
talk quite freely with each other, and at 
the receivers speak'out so as to be beard 
in any part of a room conversation cun 
be carried on by each person simply 
speaking to his transmitter. 


The-apparatus is attached to flexible 


conductors and is held in the hand. To 
open a conversation It is sufficient to 
pick up the portable transmitter anil 
press a button in its caring, so as to es- 
tablish the circuit. The receiver at the 
other end acts as its own call bell'by the 
Iptidness of its voice,.and the response 
.comes-equally prompt and loud. The 
user .has therefore ao neecl to listen care- 
fully with one or two receivers held up 
to his bead. All he has to do is to speak 
into his transmitter, and keep his ears 
open.

The president started and 


then smiled as he perceived that thc Vene- 
tian gentleman was almost an exact repro- 
duction of himself. In figure, height, ex- 
pression of face, carriage and manner of 
speaking, the old actor was a double of 
the president of l.he United States. The 
resemblance was so striking that a titter at 
once ran round the audience, ami every eye 
was turned toward the box iu which the 
presidentsat. The president and his party 
exchanged smiles, ami Sforai at once be- 
came, contrary to the. playwright's inten- 
tion, the hero of the piece. 


An Alluring Cliurm. 


^Washington is known as .lie greatest first 


night city in the country. Besides being a 
town in which the theater ia exceedingly 
popular, the audiences are not extremelv 
critical. We are a good imtured and happy 
fto lucky peoplci here, none of us working 
very hard and all taking life as easily as pos- 
sible. \Ve are iilways willing to be amused 
and not very particular as to the class of 
amusement. The theatrical managers have 
discovered this, and they like to use Wash- 
ington audiences as thc dog on which their 
new pieces shall be tried. 


Another advantage which the capital 


city possesses in this respect is the ease 
with which a fashionable audience may be 
assembled upon the occasion of a first pro- 
duction. Tickets for boxes are sent to the 
White House, to members of the cabinet 
and to other high dignitaries, aud the 
charm of a free ticket to the theuter is one 
to whicli all human nature seems to suc- 
cumb.

Among other feasible means is a 
legacy tax, which never makes its ex 
actions till the party who worked for 
the money no longer needs it—till one is 
to get it who never earned it. There is 
no point where the government can with 
more propriety make a reasonable ex- 
action for that protection through which 
alone it could have been accumulated 
than on large legacies and inheritances.
